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Students  buy  phony  service; 
results  in  $4000 phone  bills

BYU  students  who  bought  a  telephone  service 
thinking  they  got  unlimited  access  to  long-distance 
calls  by  paying  a  flat  rate  were  taken,  said  BYU’s 
public  communications  director. 

And  those  who  don’t  come  forward  and  pay  what 
they  owe  will  be  prosecuted,  according  to  a  local 
long-distance  company  —  even  if  they  became  in¬ 
volved  unwittingly. 

“There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  telephone  service 
that  gives  you  unlimited  service  or  a  flat  rate,”  said 
Paul  Richards. 

“Those  companies  that  have  tried  to  offer  this 
deal  have  mostly  gone  out  of  business,  although 
there  are  currently  two  of  this  sort  located  in 
Washington  and  Illinois,”  said  Ron  Hansen,  Presi¬ 
dent  of  VIP  Netmark,  Inc.  VIP  is  an  Orem-based, 
long-distance  telephone  company  that  was  a  victim 
of  a  telephone  fraud  scheme  after  its  computer 
system  was  hacked  for  access  codes  by  at  least  four 
BYU  students  last  fall. 

According  to  Richards,  the  students  got  the 
numbers  in  two  ways.  “They  either  hacked  the 
computer  system  or  played  around  until  they  got  a 
five-number  access  code  that  worked.”  He  added 
the  company  is  now  going  to  make  the  numbers 
longer  so  it  will  be  harder  to  find  a  combination  that 
works. 

“The  students  involved  hacked  the  codes  and 
then  distributed  them.  It’s  unfortunate  that  inno¬ 
cent  students  got  involved  and  were  taken,  but  we 
have  to  pay  for  the  long-distance  calls  made  and 
need  the  students  involved  to  pay  for  the  calls  they 
made,”  he  said. 

VIP  buys  its  long-distance  service  from  a  major 
company  and  has  to  pay  for  the  calls  its  customers 
use.  “It  is  very  difficult  to  pay  our  carrier  bills 
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because  many  students  have  made  long-distance 
calls  without  paying  for  them,”  .said  Hansen. 

“Of  the  5,000  students  in  on-campus  housing, 
only  5  percent  are  involved  in  illegitimate  activity,” 
said  Richards.  Many  students  might  not  even  real¬ 
ize  they  are  involved  in  a  fraudulent  scheme  and 
are  continuing  to  use  the  phony  access  codes. 

'  “These  students  are  still  going  to  pay  for  these 
calls,  even  if  they  didn’t  realize  it  wasn’t  honest.” 

According  to  Hansen,  entire  dorms  on  campus 
are  involved.  May  and  John  Halls  are  heavily  in¬ 
volved,  and  so  are  dorms  in  Deseret  Towers  and 
Helaman  Halls. 

“Almost  everybody  in  May  is  involved.  A  lot  of 
girls  say  they  really  didn’t  know  it  was  illegal  and 
thought  they  were  j  ust  buying  a  W ATS  line ,”  said  a 
resident  of  May  Hall,  who  was  involved  in  the 
episode  and  wished  to  remain  anonymous.  “Other 
students  would  just  tell  you  that  you  could  use  their 
WATS  line  and  talk  as  long  as  you  wanted  if  you 
paid  them  five  dollars.  Some  girls  here  have  bills  as 
high  as  $4,000.” 

Although  many  of  the  students  say  they  were 
innocent  victims,  a  number  were  involved  in  illegal 
hacking  of  access  codes.  “Students  would  sit  at  the 
phone  and  play  with  number  combinations  until 
they  found  one  that  worked,”  said  Detective  Steve 
Baker  of  the  University  Police. 

“Once  students  got  the  access  numbers  they 
would  either  sell  the  numbers  pretending  to  be 
legitimate  or  just  pass  them  out  to  friends.  A  lot  of 
innocent  students  got  involved  thinking  their 
friends  were  just  being  nice  by  sharing  their 
WATS  line.” 

Beverly  Swanson,  vice-president  of  public  rela¬ 
tions  for  VIP,  said,  “The  students  knew  exactly 
what  they  were  doing,  they’re  not  dumb,  they’re 
crooks.  We  can’t  afford  to  float  these  students  —

Newman,  who  had  been  nominated  six 
times  before  (and  who  last  year  received  a 
special  award  for  lifetime  achievement), 
had  never  before  won  for  an  acting  perfor¬ 
mance.  Earlier  this  week  he  announced  he 
would  not  attend  in  order  to  break  with 
tradition  (he  had  always  shown  up  before) 
—  in  hopes  that  this  time  he  might  win. 

Marlee  Matlin  won  the  Oscar  for  best 
performance  by  an  actress  in  the  film, 
“Children  of  a  Lesser  God.”  Matlin,  who  is 
deaf,  accepted  the  award  from  William 
Hurt,  with  whom  she  is  romantically  in¬ 
volved. 

Among  the  few  surprises  of  the  evening 
was  Woody  Allen’s  winning  an  Oscar  for 
best  original  screenplay  for  “Hannah  and 
Her  Sisters.”  Allen,  as  usual,  did  not  at¬ 
tend  the  ceremonies  and  remained  in  New 
York. 


The  other  surprise  of  the  evening  came 
when  Michael  Caine  won  the  award  for 
best  supporting  actor,  also  for  “Hannah.” 
Dennis  Hopper  had  been  a  sentimental  fa¬ 
vorite  for  the  award  considering  his 
longevity  in  the  business  and  two  strong 
performances  this  year,  one  for  “Blue  Vel¬ 
vet”  and  the  other  in  “Hoosiers.” 

“Room  With  a  View”  won  three  Oscars: 
Best  adapted  screenplay,  best  costume  de¬ 
sign  and  best  art/set  direction. 

Dianne  Wiest  won  the  best  supporting 
actress  award  for  “Hannah  and  Her  Sis¬ 
ters,”  bringing  the  number  of  awards  for 
Woody  Allen’s  movie  to  three. 

Chris  Menges  won  the  best  cinematog¬ 
raphy  award  for  “The  Mission,”  and  “Pla¬ 
toon”  was  given  the  best  editing  award. 

Jazzman  Herbie  Hancock  won  the  award 
for  best  score  for  “Round  Midnight.”  “Take 
My.  Breath  Away”  from'  “Top  Gun”  was 
awarded  an  Oscar  as  best  song. 


I  think  it  is  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  things  we  can  be  doing,” 
said  ASBYU  president  Jon  Cole¬ 
man.  “I  hope  it  will  set  a  prece¬ 
dent  for  future  years  because  it 
will  help  potential  candidates  be 
more  responsible  when  they  say 
what  they  will  do.” 

ASBYU  officers  interviewed 
said  as  with  any  campaign,  many 
ideas  were  not  as  easy  or  possi¬ 
ble  to  implement  as  they  ex¬ 
pected.  Many  campaign  goals 
were  researched  and  ready  to  go 
but  were  never  approved.  It  has 
taken  the  entire  year  to  work  out 
all  the  bugs  in  other  programs 
but  they  are  ready  to  be  imple¬ 
mented  next  year. 

“Our  vision  as  officers  is  only 
one  year  —  during  which  we 
want  to  accomplish  everything.  We  have  to  under¬ 
stand  that  the  administration’s  vision  is  10  to  15 
years.  Things  take  time  to  nurture  and  develop,” 
said  Reed  DeMordaunt,  ASBYU  vice-president.

“I’m  not  afraid  to  say  that  some  things  weren’t 
possible,”  said  Coleman.  “We  promised  to  research 
our  ideas  and  propose  them  to  the  administration. 
We  did  all  we  could.” 

Coleman  and  DeMordaunt  listed  eight  programs 
they  wanted  to  see  implemented.  “A  lot  of  our  ideas 
were  not  new  but  just  good  ones  we  felt  were 
important,”  said  Coleman. 

A  centralized  utility  payment  office  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  administration  and  the  phone  com¬ 
pany;  but  the  water,  electricity  and  gas  companies 
said  it  would  be  a  hassle  and  weren’t  interested, 
Coleman  said.

The  toll-free  number  for  registration  was  “an 
idea  well  received,”  said  DeMordaunt.  “We’ve 
done  a  lot  of  research  on  cost  and  the  number  of 
options  and  are  preparing  a  more  detailed  proposal 
to  send  Dean  Mouritsen,”  DeMordaunt  said. 

The  student  travel  service  was  never  meant  to 
be  a  travel  agency.  Their  goal  is  to  make  travel 
options,  resources  and  information  available,  said 
DeMordaunt.  “We  have  gathered  a  lot  of  informa¬ 
tion  and  are  clear  on  what  we  can  and  can’t  do,” 
DeMordaunt  said.  They  are  now  trying  to  find  out 
what  campus  departments  are  interested,  DeMor¬ 
daunt  said. 

The  student  assembly  idea  has  been  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  the  restructuring  pro¬ 
posal,  which  “has  been  tacitly  ac¬ 
cepted,”  Coleman  said. 

Marriage  Awareness  Week 
F ebruary  17-20  “went  fairly  well 
for  the  first  time,”  Coleman  said. 
The  married  resource  book, 
“Making  the  Most  of  Marriage” 
is  currently  being  distributed 
through  the  wards,  Coleman 
said. 

The  Blue  Key  Honor  Society  is 
currently  working  On  the  idea  of 
a  faculty  sketch.  It  would  outline 
professors’  resumes  and  teach¬ 
ing  styles.  “It  is  not  a  new  idea 
but  we  have  given  it  support  and 
tried  to  push  it  through,”  Cole¬ 
man  said.

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“We  want  students  to  look  at  the 
proposals  and  say  ‘no,  that’s  dumb,  do 
this  instead,’  or  ‘yes,  that’s  a  good 
idea  and  here’s  a  way  to  improve  it,’ 
or  whatever  they  think,”  O’Neill  said. 
“The  main  idea  is  that  this  is  a  stu¬ 
dent-initiated  and  student-supported 
project.” 

The  proposals  cover  a  variety  of 
topics.  One  proposal  is  that  the  size  of 
student  wards  be  decreased. 

“We  realize  this  will  mean  a  great 
number  of  logistical  problems,  but  we 
think  that  it  can  help  students  and 
bishops,”  said  O’Neill. 

The  large  numbers  of  students  in 
some  wards  tnakes  it  difficult  for  a 
bishop  to  get  to  know  each  member. 
Therefore,  someone  can  easily  choose 
to  “fall  through  the  cracks”  and  be¬ 
come  inactive  or  have  other  prob¬ 
lems.  A  smaller  ward  might  help  alle¬ 
viate  that  problem,  the  proposal 
suggests. 

Another  suggestion  was  that  mar¬ 
ried  and  singles  wards  be  integrated 
in  order  to  provide  more  of  a  ‘real- 
ward’  atmosphere  and  place  less  em¬ 
phasis  on  the  social  aspects  of  the 
ward. 

To  deal  with  problems  concerning 
the  Honor  Code,  the  proposal  sug¬ 
gests  first  separating  the  moral  as¬ 
pects  from  the  dress  and  grooming 
aspects  of  the  code. 

“Students  would  still  agree  to  both 


parts  of  the  code,  they  would  just  be 
listed  in  separate  categories,  which 
would  hopefully  increase  respect  and 
awareness  in  students,”  said  O’Neill. 

A  student  honor  council  to  deal 
with  violators  was  another  sugges¬ 
tion,  as  was  a  periodic  review  of  the 
dress  standards  to  garner  student 
opinion  about  things  that  could 
change  with  the  times,  such  as  beards 
or  socks. 

In  housing,  the  council  proposes  a 
student  tenant  association  to  which 
students  would  elect  representatives. 
The  representatives  would  try  to  help 
in  issues  concerning  living  conditions, 
repairs  and  so  on. 

They  Would  also  help  support  those 
having  problems  with  the  Honor 
Code.  The  association  would  work 
with  the  housing  and  Ombudsman’s 
office. 

The  proposal  suggests  the  addition 
of  two  new  classes. 

One  would  be  .  a  general  education 
course  in  ethics.  This  would  help  stu¬ 
dents  take  their  religious  training  and 
see  how  it  relates  to  other  aspects  of 
their  lives  at  the  university  and  as 
citizens  in  the  community  . 

Anther  proposed  class  is  an  “ap¬ 
plied  religion”  class. 

Students  would  meet  once  a  week, 
then  for  another  two  or  three  hours  a 
week,  would  donate  service  to  some 
community  organization  in  need  . 


ASBYU  hopefuls 
pass  primaries

More  than  4,400  students 
voted  last  Thursday  and  Friday 
in  the  ASBYU  primary  elec¬ 
tions.  The  results  were  an¬ 
nounced  Friday  to  approxi¬ 
mately  150  people  in  the  ELWC 
Memorial  Lounge. 

ASBYU  President  Jon  Cole¬ 
man  said  the  number  for  final 
elections  last  year  was  around 
5,300,  or  19  percent  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body.  “I  think  it’s  a  little 
lower  for  primaries  this  year 
than  last,”  he  said. 

“We  didn’t  count  the  total 
number  of  ballots  because  some 
people  only  voted  for  the  class 
gift  or  for  one  office.  We  counted 
the  votes  for  each  office  sepa¬ 
rately,”  said  Spencer  Dixon, 
elections  chairman.  All  of  the 
ballots  were  counted  by  hand. 
Some  offices  were  close  enough 
to  merit  a  recount,  he  said. 

Last  year  there  were  more, 
“probably  because  there  were  17 
presidential  teams  and  therefore 
more  supporters.  This  year 
there  are  three  uncontested  of¬ 


fices,”  Dixon  said.

Dollar  dives  to  historic  low  against  yen 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  A  historic  plunge  in  the  dollar’s  value  put  a  scare  into 
bull  markets  around  the  world  Monday  as  investors  worried  about  an  unre¬ 
strained  decline  in  the  U.S.  currency  and  the  outside  chance  of  a  trade  war. 

The  prices  of  stocks  and  bonds  plunged  in  Tokyo,  London  and  New  York  in 
reaction  to  the  dollar’s  fall.  The  U.S.  currency  hit  its  lowest  point  against  the 
Japanese  yen  since  modern  exchange  rates  were  established  in  the  late  1940s. 

Traders  said  they  were  worried  in  part  by  President  Reagan’s  plan  to 
impose  prohibitive  tariffs  on  up  to  $300  million  worth  of  Japanese  electronic 
goods  to  force  Japanese  into  compliance  with  a  trade  agreement  on  computer 
chips. 

"It  seems  like  the  United  States  is  trying  to  play  hardball  here,  and  the 
ramifications  are  quite  severe,”  said  Randy  Holland,  a  foreign  currency  op¬ 
tions  trader  for  Donaldson,  Lufkin  &  Jenrette  Securities  Corp. 

The  dollar  broke  through  new  lows  steadily  last  week  and'  again  Monday 
despite  the  purchase  of  at  least  $10  billion  on  the  open  market  by  the  central 
banks  of  Japan  and,  to  a  lesser  degree,  the  United  States  and  other  industrial 
nations. 

“I  think  it’s  a  very,  very  dangerous  situation.  Nobody  can  stop  this  move¬ 
ment  (of  the  falling  dollar),  not  even  the  F ederal  Reserve,  market  momentum 
is  so  strong,”  said  Iida  Toshihiko,  senior  yen  dealer  for  Westpac  Banking 
Corp. 

Marines  to  replace  embassy  guards 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Marine  Corps,  cooperating  with  the  State 
Department,  said  Monday  it  has  agreed  to  replace  all  28  security  guards  at  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in  Moscow  with  other  Marines  as  a  special  precaution. 

The  move  follows  the  disclosure  that  two  former  guards  are  suspected  of 
repeatedly  allowing  Soviet  agents  in  the  embassy  late  at  night  in  what  has 
been  called  a  critical  breach  of  security. 

Meanwhile,  Pentagon  sources  said  Cpl.  Arnold  Bracy,  one  of  the  former 
guards  suspected  of  espionage,  was  reduced  in  rank  from  sergeant  for  frater¬ 
nization  with  a  woman  while  in  Moscow. 

The  sources,  who  asked  not  to  be  named,  previously  disclosed  both  Bracy 
and  Sgt.  Clayton  J.  Lonetree  became  involved  with  Soviet  women  who 
worked  at  the  embassy.  ■ 

The  Marine  Corps  stressed  none  of  the  guards  currently  posted  in  Moscow  is 
suspected  of  wrongdoing,  but  they  will  all  be  replaced  sometime  in  April. 

Gorbachev  challenged  to  produce  acts 

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  British  Prime  Minister  Margaret  Thatcher  challenged 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  on  Monday  to  produce  deeds  that  match 
his  words  about  seeking  better  relations  abroad  and  providing  greater  free¬ 
dom  at  home. 

Mrs.  Thatcher  took  Gorbachev  to  task  specifically  on  human  rights  and  the 
withdrawal  of  Soviet  troops  from  Afghanistan. 

“We  will  reach  our  judgments  not  on  intentions  or  on  promises  but  on  deeds 
and  on  results,”  she  said  of  Western  leaders. 

Gorbachev  repeated  the  Kremlin  position  that  it  wants  a  political  solution  in 
Afghanistan,  where  Moslem  insurgents  have  fought  government  troops  since 
a  communist  coup  in  April  1978.  An  estimated  115,000  Soviet  soldiers  are  now 
in  the  country. 

He  said  the  Soviets  are  ready  to  discuss  human  rights  “openly  and  loudly”  if 
the  debate  includes  unemployment,  homelessness  and  discrimination  in  the 
West. 

They  spoke  at  a  state  banquet  in  the  Grand  Kremlin  Palace  on  the  third  day 
of  Mrs.  Thatcher’s  official  visit. 

Abortion  protests  dwindling  in  Utah 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Anti-abortion  demonstrations  that  have 
plagued  clinics  across  the  country  have  not  materialized  in  Utah,  where  last 
summer’s  intense  pickets  by  religious  organizations  have  dwindled  to  a  single 
protester. 

Most  of  the  heavy  picketing  stopped  last  year  at  the  Utah  Women’s  Health 
Center,  the  only  clinic  licensed  in  Utah  to  perform  abortions. 

Director  Shauna  Spencer  said  the  only  holdout  is  a  middle-aged  man  who 
lawfully  pickets  the  facility  each  Saturday. 

While  he  doesn’t  harass  the  clients,  some  have  been  offended  by  his  large 
posters,  Spencer  said. 

The  lone  protester  is  a  far  cry  from  the  Saturday  protests  last  year,  when 
local  ministers  organized  parishioners  who  paraded  in  front  of  the  clinic, 
carrying  placards  decrying  abortion  and  handing  out  leaflets  to  clinic  patients; 

Spencer  said  physicians  at  the  Women’s  Health  Center  perform  most  of  the 
state’s  3,000  abortions. 

Van  Gogh  painting  sold  for  $40  million 

A  painting  of  dazzling  yellow  sunflowers  by  Vincent  van  Gogh  was  sold 
Monday  for  $39.85  million,  more  than  three  times  the  highest  price  ever  paid 
for  a  painting  at  auction. 

Christie’s  had  valued  the  98-year-old  Impressionist  masterpiece  at  more 
than  $16  million. 

Art  lovers  poured  into  Christie’s  London  auction  house  for  a  last  glimpse  of 
the  painting  before  it  went  on  sale. 

What  was  generally  recognized  in  the  art  world  as  the  previous  record  price 
for  a  painting  was  set  two  years  ago  when  the  J.  Paul  Getty  Museum  in  Malibu, 
Calif. ,  paid  8. 1  million  pounds  (then  worth  $10,449  million)  at  a  London  auction 
for  “Adoration  of  the  Magi”  by  Andrea  Mantegna. 

Last  December,  again  at  a  London  sale,  a  Paris  street  scene  by  Edouard 
Manet  fetched  7.7  million  pounds,  then  worth  $11,088  million  because  the 
pound  was  strengthening. 

The  picture  sold  today,  painted  in  January  1889,  is  one  of  six  featuring 
sunflowers. 

t-iA  employee  dies  in  El  Salvador  crash 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  Central  Intelligence  Agency  employee  died  last 
week  when  a  Salvadoran  military  helicopter  crashed  in  the  eastern  part  of  that 
Central  American  country,  the  State  Department  said  Monday. 

The  department  hnd  CiA  both  refused  to  release  the  identity  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  victim,  although'  both  agencies  said  that  next-of-kin  had  been  notified. 

The  Quincy,  Mass.,  Patriot  Ledger  reported  Monday,  however,  that  a 
former  area  resident  narhed  Richard  D.  Krobock  died  last  week  in  a  helicopter 
crash  in  El  Salvador.  > 

The  newspaper  quotecE.the  man’s  father,  Dr.  John  R.  Krobock  of  Sacra¬ 
mento,  Calif. ,  as  saying  hei  had  been  informed  of  his  son’s  death  but  provided 
no  details  of  the  incident.  , 

The  paper  described  Krobock  as  a  captain  in  the  Army.  But  according  to  the 
Army,  Capt.  Richard  D.  Ivrobock,  31,  left  the  service  with  an  honorable 
discharge  in  November.  I 

Krobock,  a  1979  graduate  >  of  West  Point,  was  initially  trained  for  the  Army’s 
amored  units,  but  switched  to  aviation  in  1981  and  served  the  rest  of  his  career 
as  a  helicopter  pilot,  said  M  aj.  Bruce  Bell,  a  spdokesrnan. 

The  Salvadoran  militant  had  announced  the  helicopter  crash  last  week, 
saying  a  U.S. -made  UH-LHj.  Huey  had  been  lost  on  a  flight  from  San  Miguel  to 
San  Salvador.  'Y

Court  to  hear 
church  case

Today  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  will 
hear  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  and  the  U.S.  gov¬ 
ernment’s  appeal  of  a  lower  court  de¬ 
cision  denying  churches  the  right  to 
prefer  members  of  their  own  faith  in 
employment. 

Church  spokesman  Don  LeFevre  , 
said,  “We  don’t  want  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  deciding  what  jobs  are  reli¬ 
gious  and  which  are  not.” 

Former  U.S.  Solicitor  General  Rex 
E.  Lee,  now  a  BYU  law  professor, 
will  argue  the  church’s  position  as¬ 
sisted  by  general  church  counselor 
Wilford  W.  Kirton,  Jr.,  according  to 
information  provided  by  the  church. 

Congress  determined  in  a  1972 
amendment  to  the  Civil  Rights  Act 
that  religious  organizations  could 
prefer  their  own  members  in  employ¬ 
ment..  At  issue  is  a  1984  ruling  by 
District  Judge  David  Winder  that  the 
amendment  was  unconstitutional. 

After  being  terminated  for  failure 
to  abide  by  church  standards,  several 
employees  at  Beehive  Clothing  Mills 
and  one  employee  at  Deseret  Gymna¬ 
sium  in  Salt  Lake  City  filed  suit 
against  the  church  in  the  early  1980’s. 
Subsequently,  one  employee  termi¬ 
nated  for  the  same  reason  from 
Deseret  Industries  joined  the  suit, 
the  church  said. 

LeFevre  said,  “The  church  hasn’t 
broken  any  law.  The  federal  judge 
ruled  that  the  law  was  unconstitu¬ 
tional.” 

According  to  the  church,  Winder 
recognized  that  the  church  was  in  full 
compliance  with  the  law,  but  held  that 
the  federal  law  was  unconstitutional 
in  ruling  on  a  pretrial  motion  to  dis¬ 
miss  the  case. 

The  U.S.  government  later  inter¬ 
vened  in  defense  of  the  statute,  and 
together  with  the  LDS  Church,  ap¬ 
pealed  the  decision  directly  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

LeFevre  stated,  “We  have  quite  a 
few  churches  and  other  charitable  or¬ 
ganizations  supporting  us.”  Among 
these  groups  filing  briefs  in  support  of 
the  LDS.Church,  LeFevre  listed  The 
American  Jewish  Congress,  The 
Lutheran  Church,  The  U.S.  Catholic 
Conference  and  The  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Presidents  of  Independent 
Colleges  and  Universities,  of  which 
BYU  is  a  member. 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU 
Public  Communications,  said,  “We 
don’t  see  the  court  case  as  having  a 
direct  effect  on  the  university.  BYU 
is  an  equal-opportunity  employer.” 

Richards  said  a  problem  could  de¬ 
velop,  however,  if  the  law  were  ex¬ 
tended  to  prevent  churches  from  re¬ 
quiring  standards  of  conduct.  “But  I 
don’t  see  the  issues  including  those 
restrictions.” 

LeF eyre  said,  Obviously  we’re 
hoping  the  ruling  would  be  in'  bur  fa¬ 
vor.  We  feel  good  about  our  chances 
of  winning  the  case.”

“Mr.  Rod¬ 
erick  is  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  see  what  we 
can  do,”  he  said. 

“The  only  way  to  get  the  plant  open  would  be  to 
meet  the  economics  of  Roderick,”  said  Gilbert.  A 
deadline  of  May  31,  1987  was  given  to  Gilbert  to 
reach  a  non-negotiable  number  that  was  “to  say  the 
least,  probably  devastating,  but  could  become  a 
reality,”  he  said.  Gilbert  said  he  was  unable  to 
reveal  the  figure. 

Gilbert  and  Gwen  Miller,  chairwoman  of  USX 
Wives  Together,  will  work  together  in  efforts  to 
reach  the  number.  “Gwen  Miller  will  work  with 
figures  involved  outside  of  the  vendors,”  said 
Gilbert. 

The  Steelworker’s  Union  is  their  biggest  obsta¬ 
cle  said  Miller.  “We  are  hoping  that  the  union  will 
work  with  us,  because  the  union  and  USX  will  have 
to  work  together,”  she.  said. 

The  deteriorating  condition  of  the  Orem  facility 


is  a  major  factor  in  the  continuing  operation  of  the 
plant,  said  Gilbert. 

Another  is  Korea’s  Pohang  Steel  that  will  supply 
USX’s  Pitt-Cal  in  Pittsburg,  Cal.,  in  1989.  The 
Orem  facility  supplied  Pitt-Cal  before  the  Febru¬ 
ary  indefinite  idle. 

“Mr.  Roderick  has  a  better  supplier  for  Pitt-Cal 
which  makes  the  profit  at  Pitt-Cal  better,”  said 
Gilbert. 

“The  heart  of  the  problem  is  to  get  back  on  line 
and  then  work  out  further  problems  down  the  line. 

“If  Steve  Gilbert  and  Gwen  Miller  could  put  a 
package  together  that  would  meet  the  non-nego¬ 
tiable  figure  with  Roderick,  he  would  open  Geneva, 
run  with  full  capacity  and  would  give  the  Pitt-Cal 
contract  back  to  Geneva,”  said  Gilbert. 

Another  company,  Basic  Management  Technolo¬ 
gies  has  made  an  offer  to  USX  officials  to  buy  the 
Orem  facility.  If  the  unnegotiable  number  of  Rod¬ 
erick,  is  not  reached,  the  plant  will  be  purchased  by 
Basic  Management,  according  to  Gilbert. 


BYU  design  students 
bring  home  the  'gold'

When  BYU  visual  communication 
students  were  invited  to,  “Make  A 
Splash”  at  the  second  annual  Utah  In¬ 
tercollegiate  Student  Design  Exhibi¬ 
tion,  they  did  more  than  that  —  they 
made  waves. 

The  show,  hosted  by  the  University 
of  Utah,  represented  six  Utah  schools 
including  BYU,  Snow  College,  Utah 
State,  Utah  Technical  College,  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  and  Weber  State  Col¬ 
lege. 

According  to  Adrian  Pulfer,  a  BYU 
design  professor,  over  500  graphic  de¬ 
sign  and  illustration  entries  for  the 
show  were  submitted.  Of  those,  Pulfer 
estimates  that  approximately  200 
pieces  were  accepted  for  show.  BYU 
students  had  77  of  these  entries. 

“It  was  a  great  show  and  I  don’t 
think  that  anybody  could  help  but  be 
impressed  by  the  work  that  was  up 
there,”  said  Robert  Barrett,  a  BYU 
illustration  professor.  Keith  Edding¬ 
ton,  a  design  professor  and  coordinator 
for  the  visual  communications  design 
area  agrees.  He  is  also  complimentary 
of  the  University  of  Utah’s  efforts  in 
hosting  the  show.  “We  owe  our  thanks 
for  their  (U  of  U)  conceiving  the  need 


for  such  a  show  and  for  their  work  in 
putting  it  together,  selecting  judges 
and  hosting  it,”  said  Eddington. 

BYU  students  who  entered  the 
show  felt  it  was  a  good  opportunity  to 
see  student  work  from  all  over  the 
state.  “It  was  humbling  to  see  how 
good  students  were  and  the  amount  of 
competition  out  there,”  said  Grant 
Phelps,  a  senior  graphic  design  stu¬ 
dent  from  Roanoke,  Va.

Remari  said  she  was  planning  to  go  in  and  find 
out  what  she  owed  but  she  didn’t  even  know  the 
access  code  her  long-distance  numbers  were  called 
ofT  ‘Someone  turned  my  name  in  before  I  even  had 
a  chance  to  go  in  on  my  own.  They  use  scare  tactics 
there.  These  two  old  women  put  me  in  a  room  alone 
and  yelled  at  me.  They  just  told  me  I  was  lying  and 
that  no  one  was  that  dumb  to  believe  the  access 
code  was  legitimate.” 

According  to  Swanson,  there  is  no  way  to  know 
the  actual  number  and  amount  each  person  owes  for 
using  the  access  codes. 

“We  have  set  up  a  tracking  system  with  the  help 
of  BYU.  We  have  special  equipment  to  find  out 
where  the  calls  using  illegal  access  numbers  are 
being  made  to.  It  costs  $40  an  hour,  and  once  a 
student  is  caught  he  has  to  pay  for  whatever  it  cost 
to  find  him.” 

Swanson  said  the  company’s  policy  is  to  charge 
those  who  are  involved  in  illegal  usage  a  dollar  for 
every  minute  they  accumulate.  “It  is  company  pol¬ 
icy  and  has  been  in  effect  for  years,”  she  said. 

Remari  said  she  told  them  she  would  be  willing  to 
pay  if  she  could  do  it  in  installments. 

“They  told  me  ‘no  way’  and  they  were  not  willing 


to  work  with  me  in  any  way.  I  was  told  that  if  I  did 
not  get  the  entire  amount  in  by  April  15,  ten  days 
after  I  was  told  the  amount,  then  they  would  press 
charges  —  I  was  petrified.” 

Another  May  Hall  resident,  Teresa  Lee,  a  fresh¬ 
man  from  Alexandria,  Va.,  said,  “I  went  in  before 
they  found  out  I  had  used  an  access  number.  The 
people  at  VIP  will  cooperate  and  be  nice  if  you  go  in 
but  it  doesn’t  seem  like  they  are  that  way  with 
people  who  get  turned  in.  They  seemed  to  be  very 
understanding  and  nice.” 

One  way  students  can  work  off  their  bills  is  to 
turn  informant. 

Swanson  explained  that  students’  bills  could  be 
cut  in  half  if  they  turned  in  at  least  five  names  of 
other  students  involved. 

“If  you  don’t  turn  yourself  in  it  will  just  be  harder 
on  you  when  you  get  caught  — :  and  you  will  be 
caught,”  said  Baker. 

“We  currently  have  a  setup  that  monitors  by 
computer  the  numbers  being  called.  We  then  call 
the  person  called  and  ask  them  for  their  assistance 
in  letting  the  students  know  they  are  involved  in  an 
illegal  activity.

“Without  frivolous  spending  we  didn’t  go 
over  budget,”  Cornia  said.  “We  wanted  to  do  some 
things  free  but  budget  constraints  wouldn’t  let  us. 
We  compensated  by  keeping  prices  lower.” 

For  example,  Friday  Night  Live  cost  $1  to  $1.50 
and  they  lowered  the  average  dance  admission 
from  $3  to  $1.50  and  $2,  Cornia  said. 

They  redefined  the  goals  of  the  office  and  ex¬ 
panded  into  areas  other  than  dances,  Cornia  said. 
The  social  office  received  permission  to  have 
smaller  concerts  co-sponsored  with  the  concerts 
manager  at  the  ELWC  Ballroom  next  year,  he  said. 

Besides  having  different  types  of  dances,  the 
social  office  has  co-sponsored  pep  assemblies,  the 
Festival  of  the  Arts  Gala,  and  has  recently  hired 
the  dance  club  Plastique  with  a  laser  show,  Cornia 
said.

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Magnificence  of  man  explored

The  magnificence  of  man  as  a  dual 
being  of  body  and  spirit  should  not  be 
tarnished  by  desecration,  but  man 
should  be  allowed  to  continue  a  rever-

ent  quest  for  knowledge  of  the  ways 
of  God,  said  a  member  of  the  Council 
of  Twelve  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Elder  Russell  M.  Nelson  spoke 
Sunday  at  the  BYU  16-Stake  fireside 
in  the  Marriott  Center.  Describing 
the  “jewels  of  magnificence”  of  the 
inner  body,  he  said,  “I  would  like  to 
peek  beyond  the  surface  we  see  in  the 
mirror  and  lift  the  lid  on  the  treasure 
chest  of  understanding  the  marvelous 
attributes  of  your  body  and  discover 
the  magnificence  of  man.” 

“The  magnificence  of  man  is  match¬ 
less.  Glorious  as  this  physical  body  is, 
the  body  is  designed  to  support  some¬ 
thing  even  more  glorious  -  the  eternal 
spirit  which  dwells  in  each  of  our  mor¬ 
tal  frames,”  said  Elder  Nelson. 

In  the  beginning,  man,  as  an  intel¬ 
lectual  or  spiritual  entity,  was  with 
God  and  this  intelligence  was  not  cre¬ 
ated  or  made,  nor  can  it  be,  said  Elder 
Nelson.  “That  spirit,  joined  with  a 
physical  body  of  such  remarkable 
qualities,  becomes  a  living  soul  of  su¬ 
pernal  worth.” 

“Our  bodies  have  been  created  to 
accommodate  our  spirits,  to  allow  us 


to  experience  the  challenges  of  mor¬ 
tality.  With  this  understanding,  it  is 
pure  sacrilege  to  let  anything  enter 
the  body  that  might  defile  this  physi¬ 
cal  temple  of  God.” 

Elder  Nelson  said  using  our  senses 
to  put  unclean  or  unworthy  memories 
in  the  brain  is  irreverent. 

“Though  we  cannot  fully  compre¬ 
hend  the  magnificence  of  man,  in  faith 
we  can  continue  our  reverent  quest.” 

The  quest  for  knowledge  is  endless, 
he  said.  Though  it  is  impossible  that 
man  may  learn  all  the  ways  of  God,  if 
we  are  "faithful  and  understand  the 
scriptures  we  will  be  well  prepared 
for  future  discoveries. 

“Awareness  of  the  magnificence  of 
man  begins  with  the  miracles  of  con¬ 
ception  and  our  creation.”  Elder  Nel¬ 
son  then  described  the  magnificence 
of  the  human  eye,  ear,  heart  and 
brain. 

Elder  Nelson  also  discussed  the 
concepts  of  backup,  or  paired  organs; 
the  self-defense,  system;  self-repair; 
self-renewal;  auto-regulation;  adap¬ 
tation  and  the  realization  that  “we  are 
blessed  with  the  power  to  have  chil¬ 
dren  born  in  the  likeness  of  parents  on 


earth  as  well  as  in  heaven.” 

“Just  think,  if  you  could  create  any¬ 
thing  that  could  defend  itself,  repair 
itself  and  renew  itself  without  limit, 
you  could  create  perpetual  life,”  he 
said.  “According  to  the  Lord  as  re¬ 
vealed  to  his  prophets,  the  fall  of 
Adam  instituted  the  aging  process, 
which  results  in  physical  death.” 

Some  have  explained  our  existence 
as  out  of  nothing,  organic  evolution 
and  the  big  bang  theory,  he  said.  “We 
are  children  of  God,  created  by  him 
and  formed  in  his  image.” 

“The  decision  to  believe  is  a  spiri¬ 
tual  one,  not  born  solely  by  an  under¬ 
standing  of  things  physical.”

America  is  obstacle  to  peace 

Kader  speaks  out  against  poor  Middle  East  relations

The  greatest  obstacle  to  peace  in  the  Middle  East  is 
America,  said  an  authority  on  Middle  Eastern  affairs  Fri¬ 
day  in  a  speech  sponsored  by  the  Near  Eastern  Studies 
Student  Association. 

Omar  Kader,  currently  working  in  Washington  D.C.  to 
better  U.S. /Palestinian  relations,  said  this  country  needs 
a  president  who  will  go  after  Middle  East  peace  by  con¬ 
vincing  the  Arabs  that  the  United  States  is  really  commit¬ 
ted  to  the  Israelis  and  convincing  the  Israelis  they  must 
address  the  Palestinian  politics. 

“It  takes  a  president  who  is  really  committed  and  is 
willing  to  put  his  influence  and  energies  behind  100  per¬ 
cent  of  the  peace,”  said  Kader. 

President  Reagan  looks  at  the  globe  in  East  and  West 
terms  rather  than  in  regional  terms,  he  said.  The  presi¬ 
dent  sees  the  Soviet  Union  as  a  threat  to  the  Middle  East 
so  he  addresses  them  rather  than  the  little  problems  that 
may  involve  the  Soviet  Union. 

“There  are  a  lot  of  problems  that  could  be  solved  if  we 
looked  at  the  peace  process  in  a  regional  rather  than  a 
global  prospect,”  he  said. 

It  takes  a  prolonged  unglamorous  attempt  to  bring 
about  peace  in  the  Middle  East,  said  Kader.  “Unglam¬ 


orous  in  the  sense  that  you  can’t  sit  down  and  force  them  to 
sign  an  agreement  and  have  nothing  ever  happen.” 

The  kinds  of  values  Americans  have  promoted  in  the 
international  system  makes  it  difficult  for  them  to  be 
accepted  as  fair  and  equitable  partners  in  the  mediation  of 
peace  in  the  Middle  East,  Kader  said. 

“There  is  a  dual  commitment  about  our  global  role;  we 
want  to  be  left  out  of  conflict,  but  we  still  want  a  global 
market  for  our  goods,  services  and  opportunities.” 

Kader  said  the  American  approach  to  international  poli¬ 
tics  considers  peace  and  war  as  two  mutually  exclusive 
states  of  affairs  and  force  is  separated  from  diplomacy. 

“In  peacetime  diplomacy  unsupported  by  force  is  sup¬ 
pose  to  preserve  the  harmony  among  states,  but  in  war 
time  political  considerations  are  subordinate  with  force,” 
Kader  said.  “Once  the  diplomat  has  failed  to  keep  the 
peace,  military  considerations  become  primary.” 

The  Israelis  are  afraid  to  talk  about  peace  so  the  Unites 
States  must  be  a  mechanism  for  bringing  up  peace  issues, 
he  said.  The  Israelis  must  trust  the  United  States;  they 
must  be  convinced  what  happened  in  Vietnam  or  to  Mar¬ 
cos  won’t  happen  to  them  and  that  will  be  difficult,  he  said. 

“It  will  take  a  president  with  a  lot  more  courage  than 
the  one  we  have  to  bring  about  peace,”  Kader  said.  “Not 
because  he  lacks  the  courage.  But  I’m  not  convinced  he 
would  comprehend  the  issue.”

i  ard  LaPointe,  said  to  start  with,  they 
;  have  researched  the  acoustic  charac¬ 
teristics  of  laughter  compared  to  nor- 
i  mal  speech. 

LaPointe  said  the  average  “laugh 
unit”  is  about  seven  bursts,  but  one 
i  subject  had  25  bursts. 

While  statistical  analysis  may  be 
i  important,  most  students  at  BYU  like 
to  laugh  just  because  it’s  fun. 

Shan  Stimpson,  a  freshman  from 
Yapato,  Wash.,  majoring  in  business 
administration,  said,  “When  you  are 
laughing  you  are  having  fun.

Moffitt  said  laughing  helps  her  to 
remember  life  is  enjoyable  and  not  so 
serious. 

People  can  also  tell  what  other  peo- 
i  pie  are  like  by  how  they  laugh.

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campaign  against  the  steel-jaw  leghold  trap,  the 
most  common  trapping  device. 

“Brutal  steel-jaw  leghold  traps  maim  and  kill 
indiscriminately,  subjecting  animals  to  excruciat¬ 
ing  pain,  tearing  flesh  and  breaking  bones,”  read  an 
advertisement  in  a  nationwide  magazine  encourag¬ 
ing  people  to  help  the  HSUS  outlaw  the  device. 

These  traps  have  been  outlawed  in  67  other  coun¬ 
tries,  and  the  HSUS  is  now  hoping  the  United 
States  will  do  the  same. 

“We  are  happy  to  report  that  we  just  achieved  a 
significant  victory  in  this  battle  by  winning  a  law¬ 
suit  in  New  Jersey  which  upholds  that  state’s  law 
banning  the  use  of  all  steel-jaw  leghold  traps,”  said 
Susan  Schultz,  administrative  assistant  of  wildlife 
and  environment. 

Raising  fur  animals,  such  as  mink  and  fox,  on 
farms  is  becoming  more  prevelant  in  the  United 


States. 

They  are  usually  raised  in  small  cages  that  are 
crowded  together,  and  the  controlled  breeding  for 
new  pelt  colors  sometimes  causes  blindness  or  de¬ 
formities,  said  Schultz. 

“These  animals  are  killed  by  clubbing,  poisoning, 
or  electrocution  because  these  methods  don’t  harm 
the  pelt,”  she  said. 

The  Humane  Society  reports  that  many  skins, 
not  just  one  as  some  people  think,  are  required  to 
make  one  fur  coat. 

It  takes  from  36  to  65  mink  pelts,  and  20  to  40 
raccoon  pelts  to  make  a  coat. 

The  most  recent  national  publicity  against  fur 
coats  arose  when  Bob  Barker  refused  to  host  the 
Miss  USA  pageant  because  the  contestants  were 
wearing  real  fur  coats.  The  pageant  officials  coop¬ 
erated  and  changed  to  simulated  fur.

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Stress  is  beneficial  when  controlled

As  the  final  week  of  the  semester 
ends  and  final  exams  are  on  the  hori¬ 
zon,  stress  is  apparent  on  campus. 

At  a  seminar  Wednesday;  Jean 
Stauffer,  assistant  administrator  at 
Riverwood  Hospital  said,  “Stress  is 
important  because  it  releases  chem¬ 
icals  in  our  body  so  we  can  take  ac¬ 
tion  against  stress  in  our  lives.” 

Many  factors  make  up  stress. 
“We  develop  attitudes  and  beliefs 
about  events  that  happen  in  our 
lives  and  what  attitude  we  have  set 
determines  how  stress  effects  our 
lives,”  said  Stauffer. 

The  magnitude  of  each  event  de¬ 
termines  how  strong  the  stress  in 
our  lives  will  be. 

“Stress  can  be  a  ton  of  pebbles  or 
it  can  be  one  big  rock,”  Stauffer 
said.  For  example,  if  we  spill  orange 
juice  in  the  morning,  once,  we  feel 
stress  but  if  that  day  you  spill  every¬ 
thing  you  touch  then  the  magnitude 
will  be  much  greater. 

Resistance  is  also  a  factor  in 
stress. 

“Each  person  has  a  certain  biol¬ 
ogy  as  to  how  much  stress  they  can 


handle,”  she  said.  Physical  symp¬ 
toms  of  stress  can  be  headaches, 
perspiration,  difficulty  breathing 
and  even  heart  disease.  Psychologi¬ 
cal  symptoms  can  be  anger,  depres¬ 
sion  and  phobias. 

People  deal  with  stress  in  three 
ways,  according  to  Stauffer.  “They 
can  control  the  environment,  (con¬ 
trol)  belief  or  ability  to  resist,  or  do 
nothing  at  all.” 

“By  telling  ourselves  we  are  not 
experiencing  stress  (denial)  places 


us  in  a  position  so  we  can’t  change 
stress,”  said  Stauffer. 

How  do  we  deal  with  stress  then? 

First  of  all  change  the  event, 
Stauffer  said.  Do  so  by  identifying 
the  problem. 

Use  friends  to  help  identify  the 
problem.  “We  need  friends  as  a  sup¬ 
port  system  to  help  talk  out  our 
problems  and  they  also  can  see  our 
problems  from  a  different  view  than 
us.”  she  said.  “Talking  helps  to  im¬ 
prove  your  thinking.

The  first  class  in  the  series  will  be 
held  April  1,  1987,  at  Utah  Valley 
Regional  Medical  Center’s  Outpa¬ 
tient  House,  located  at  1161  N.  300 
W.,  Provo.  The  topic  will  be,  “Han¬ 
dling  stress.  Recognizing  signs  of 
too  much  stress  and  how  to  trans¬ 
form  ‘bad  stress’  into  ‘good  stress.’  ” 
The  class  will  begin  at  7  p.m. 

All  of  the  classes  will  be  taught 
each  Wed.  in  April  (except  for  the 
29th)  at  the  Outpatient  House.

Year-round  resort  debate*

Some  Utah  County  officials  are  act¬ 
ing  cautiously  in  dealing  with  a  pro¬ 
posed  four-season  resort  near  the 
point  of  the  mountain. 

The  Estes  Corporation  ,  of  Arizona 
plans  to'  develop  its  Traverse  Ridge 
project  into  a  destination  resort  that 
will  utilize  approximately  6,000  acres 
of  ground  and  include  a  total  of  6,000 
single  and  multifamily  residential 
units,  commercial  property,  two  18- 
hole  golf  courses,  tennis  courts, 
swimming  pool,  health  club  and  win¬ 
ter  activities. 

Developers  have  been  having  a 
hard  time  deciding  if  the  best  spot  for 
the  hotel  would  be  in  Draper,  which  is 
in  Salt  Lake  County,  or  in  Utah 
County. 

“I  think  we  are  more  cautious  than 
pessimistic,”  said  Brent  Morris,  com¬ 
mission  chairman.  “We  just  want  to 
make  sure  things  are  done  right.” 

“I  think  we  all  feel  good  about  the 
project,  but  we  will  also  believe  it 
when  we  see  it.” 

Morris  said  he  believes  the  project 
could  be  a  good  thing  for  the  county, 
but  he’s  worried  about  controlling  the 
quality  of  the  development  if  the  pro¬ 


ject  goes  to  annexation. 

“I  think  the  biggest  effect  will  be  on 
the  cities  in  Utah  County  that  will 
border  the  resort.  I’ve  told  the  may¬ 
ors  in  those  towns  that  I  will  give  my 
attention  to  their  concerns  if  they  de¬ 
cide  to  support  or  fight  the  resort.” 

Morris  said  even  though  the  resort 
will  be  in  Utah  County,  if  an  annexa¬ 
tion  is  approved,  Draper  City  will 
have  control  over  the  project. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  matter  is 
scheduled  for  mid  April. 

Utah  County  Planner  Jeff  Menden¬ 
hall  said  he  is  not  too  worried  about 
the  quality  of  the  project. 

“Estes  has  an  excellent  reputation, 
and  Draper’s  zoning  and  building  or¬ 


dinances  are  about  the  same  as  t 
in  Utah  County,”  he  said. 

Developers  claim  that  the  econ 
benefits  to  U tah  County  will  be  g1 
Jeff  Mongan,  spokesman  for  E  -p 
said  when  the  hotel  opens,  5CK 
new  jobs  will  be  created,  and 
sort  will  create  a  significant  tax 
for  the  county.

Education  critical  factor 
for  women  in  third-world

Educational  and  cultural  differ¬ 
ences  are  the  critical  factors  in  deter¬ 
mining  women’s  occupational  status 
and  earnings  in  the  work  forces  of 
developing  countries. 

These  findings  were  presented  Fri¬ 
day  in  a  lecture  by  Alma  T.  Junsay 
and  Tim  Heaton  as  part  of  a  sympo¬ 
sium  series  sponsored  by  the  Family 
and  Demographic  Research  Institute 
and  the  Women’s  Research  Institute. 

Junsay  is  a  recent  BYU  doctorate 
recipient  from  the  Philippines  and  a 
research  associate  for  the  F amily  De¬ 
mographic  Research  Institute.  The 
lecture  was  drawn  from  her  disserta¬ 
tion  which  involved  a  study  of  1,500 
women  who  live  in  developing  coun¬ 
tries. 

Heaton,  who  co-authored  the  book, 
is  an  associate  professor  in  the  Sociol¬ 
ogy  Department  and  also  a  research 
associate  in  the  Family  and  Demo¬ 
graphic  Research  Institute. 

The  research  focused  on  working 
women  of  Thailand,  Egypt  and 
Colombia. 

Some  of  the  strengths  of  the  study 
as  pointed  out  by  Junsay  include  its 
live  force  aspect,  the  cross-national 
comparisons  available  with  multiple 
countries,  and  the  expanded  content 
of  the  study. 

“With  the  cross-national  aspect  we 


can  compare  important  variations  and 
similarities  between  developing  coun¬ 
tries,”  explained  Junsay. 

“We  tend  to  lump  all  Third  World 
countries  together  in  our  observa¬ 
tions  when  we  don’t  know  about 
them,”  said  Heaton. 

While  all  three  countries  are  tech¬ 
nically  part  of  the  Third  World,  only 
20  percent  of  the  women  in  Cairo, 
Egypt  are  employed,  compared  with 
40-50  percent  in  Bogota,  Colombia, 
and  70-80  percent  in  Bangkok,  Thai¬ 
land. 

Heaton  and  Junsay  attribute  this 
tremendous  difference  to  the  cultural 
differences  between  these  countries. 

In  sharp  contrast  to  these  figures  is 
the  type  of  work  engaged  in  by  the 
working  women  of  these  countries. 

The  studies  indicate  that  in  Thai¬ 
land  and  Colombia  approximately  14 
percent  of  the  working  women  are 
employed  in  professional/technical 
jobs  as  compared  with  34  percent  in 
Egypt. 

From  this  they  concluded  that 
while  less  women  work  in  urban 
Egypt,  those  that  do  work  tend  to 
have  a  higher  education,  and  work  in 
more  prestigious  positions. 

“Cultural  differences  in  countries 
overshadow  all  in  getting  women  into 
the  labor  force,”  said  Junsay.  “But 
once  in  the  work  force,  education  has 
the  greatest  influence  on  prestige  and 
salary.”
